After reading applicants remarks pertaining to published US application 
2003/0100094 and considering that patent application it is deemed that appli- 
cants are enabled for all restriction endonucleases which recognize an asym- 
metric nucleotide recognition sequence, not just restriction endonuclease 
BpulOI. The instant published application teaches that another restriction 
endonuclease besides BpulOI (BbvCI) which recognizes an asymmetric sequence 
can be mutated to produce a nickase. The application also mentions other 
possible restriction enzymes that may work in the method including BpulOI.
